Certainly the ‘prestige of the 
United States has been taid-on the 
line, increasingly so in recent months 
with escalation of the Viet Nam 
struggle. Prestige and honor are not, 
however, exactly synonymous. Defi- 
nitely the United States has an in- 
terest in what appears to be the 
movement of Southeast Asia toward 


~ Communist regimes. It is not, how- 


ever, clear to all Americans or the 
friends of America that it is en- 
tirely in the national interest of the 
United States to attempt to impose 
its will on this area. 


It is unfortunate that when the 
president of the United States speaks 
in vague generalities of “national 
honor” and “national interest” he 
arouses emotions which lead to 
fuzzy thinking. The actualities of 
the Vietnamese war are not “fuzzy.” 
There are hard decisions to be faced, 
not the least the political future of 
the Vietnamese people, and they 
call for hard thinking. Emotionalism 
promises no solutions. E
